AUSTRIANS BRING 4000 GUNS

ROME, WMay 24, — Austro-Hungirian
troops, In thelr offensive against the Italians
between Lake Oardan and the Lavarone
plateau, are using 42-centimetre guns, the
most powerful artillery known,

The granite-walled mountaln barriera of
the Itallans are crumbling under the pound-
